Saturday Evening 
while Deputy Ivan Fletcher 
was resting in his home he 
heard two shots ring out. 
He jumped up and sprang 
into action. 



At his neighbors home 
onKYHWY 846 Larry 
Coomer, 62 of Booneville, 
KY allegedly drove into 
the driveway of Robert and 
Janie Easterling and fired 
2 warning shots before 
getting out of his automo¬ 
bile. He then went toward 
their home where he met 
Mr. Easterling at the door. 
Coomer allegedly pulled a 
pistol. As Mr. Easterling 
dove back into the corner, 


a shot rang out hitting the 
corner of the door. Mr. 
Easterling had a pistol with 
him and stuck it out the 
door and fired a couple 
of warning shots to scare 
Coomer off. 

Coomer began run¬ 
ning back up the driveway 
toward his truck and threw 
his pistol up onto a hillside. 
Mr. Easterling came out of 
the home and ran toward 
him where they both began 
fighting. When Deputy 
Fletcher got there, Mr. East¬ 
erling had Coomer down in 
the ditchline. 

Coomer was ar¬ 
rested and charged with 2 
counts of Wanton En- 
dangerment - 1st Degree; 
Cfriminal Trespassing - 3rd 
Degree; Alcohol Intoxica¬ 
tion in a Public Place (1st & 
2nd Offense); and Criminal 
Mischief - 2nd Degree. 
Coomer was released on a 
$10,000 property bond on 
Tuesday, October 14, 2014. 


KE NTUCKY SENATE LEADERSHIP BRIEFED ON 
KENTUCKY'S PREPAREDNESS FOR EBOLA 


Kentucky Senate 
President Robert Stivers and 
Senate President Pro Tern 
Katie Stine, representing the 
Republican Senate Major¬ 
ity Caucus, were briefed 
yesterday on the status of 
Kentucky’s readiness to 
deal with the Ebola vi¬ 
rus. Senator Stine called for 
the meeting last week. Since 
that time, the first person 
diagnosed with the Ebola 
virus on United States’ soil 
has died, screening for the 
virus has been implemented 
at five major U.S airports, 
and $750 million in federal 
funds has been approved to 
pay for the military mis¬ 
sion to respond to the Ebola 
epidemic. Recently, 60 
Airmen from the Kentucky 


Air National Guard joined 
others already overseas to 
combat and contain the vi¬ 
rus. Nearly 700 members of 
the 101st Division are being 
trained at Fort Campbell for 
deployment as well. 

During the meet¬ 
ing, Kentucky Public Health 
Commissioner Stephanie 
Mayfield Gibson, M.D. out¬ 
lined the current procedures 
that are in place. Commis¬ 
sioner Gibson said that 
many of the protocols were 
established when anthrax 
was a threat, and had been 
adjusted and honed to deal 
with any cases of Ebola.

Another example of 
this in the Scriptures is the 
wondering of the Hebrews 
in the wilderness for 
forty years. The younger 
generation of Jews was 
there for the entire event, 
watching all the older 
generations die off in the 
wilderness of the Sinai. 
Those young eyes watch¬ 
ing as God provided a 
way out of Egypt through 
the ten plagues and the 
crossing of the Red Sea, 
the provision of Manna, 
the Shekinah Glory lead¬ 
ing them as a cloud by 
day and a pillar of fire by 
night, the quails given for 
meat, water flowing from 
a rock, all these things 
and countless others this 
generation watched from 
childhood on into adult¬ 
hood. Forty years of daily 
misery wandering through 
the desert, but also watch¬ 
ing God work every single 
day equipped them for the 
conclusion of their four 
decade journey to conquer 
the Promised Land. Here 
we are, thousands of years 
later and the descendants 
of those that entered the 
Promised Land once again 
live there. The faithfulness 
of those children crossing 
the Red Sea with Moses 
remains a blessing to those 
living today.

The joy of 
the Lord brought the two 
men thought the situation, 
but more than that, others 
were blessed because of 
it. 

Do you make out 
a pattern developing here? 
Often we don’t realize 
what is happening in life;

redeemed of God, we go 
through these circum¬ 
stances in order to have 
a closer relationship with 
Him and for the benefit of 
others. 

From time to time 
in life you’ll receive some 
flour, a little while later, 
here comes the lard, then 
an entire table of items 
when taken by themselves 
have little pleasure, if any, 
in them at all, but when 
you mix them all together 
and cook them correctly, 
the result is very, very 
good.

Kentucky Hospital As¬ 
sociation, the Kentucky 
Department for Public 
Health’s (KDPH) Pre¬ 
paredness Branch has 
developed a complete 
package of Ebola Tabletop 
Exercise (TTX) materials 
to help hospitals, public 
health agencies, health 
care organizations, and 
coalitions with their Ebola 
preparedness planning. 
That information has been 
posted to the Kentucky 
Hospital Association Web¬ 
site and is available to the 
public. 

President Stivers 
said Kentuckians were 
concerned about the virus, 
especially as news stories 
escalated, and he and other 
senators wanted to make 
sure they could com¬ 
municate effectively and 
knowledgably with constit¬ 
uents if questioned.

As Owsley County Judge Executive for the past four years, I have had the privilege of meeting and working with a wide variety of elected officials. From 
United States senators and congressmen, to governors, representatives and local officials, each one has had an impact on Owsley County. I feel that it is impor¬ 
tant for the progress of our county to have a positive working relationship with these individuals, and I am proud to call each of them my friend. 

During the past four years coal severance money, that has been a big part of county funding, has become almost non-existent. I have worked closely 
with the offices of Congressman Hal Rogers and Senator Mitch McConnell, as well as Senate President Robert Stivers, Representative Marie Rader, and Repre¬ 
sentative Toby Herald to find alternative means to fund our projects. I have attended every state conference to keep abreast of opportunities for Owsley Coun¬ 
ty- 

I also continue to work closely with the Kentucky State Department of Transportation to ensure that the Highway 30 Project from London comes to 
Booneville. The first phase, the construction of the bridge at Travelers Rest will begin in the next few weeks and groundbreaking for the new road from Levi to 
Travelers Rest is set to begin in the spring. Funds have been appropriated for the entire project from Booneville to Tyner and construction will continue over the 
next five years. A better highway system for Owsley County is essential to bring industry and jobs to our community. 

With the continued support of the Kentucky Transportation Cabinet, we have been able to install much needed guard rails along a dangerous section on 
Amburgy Road, beside the river. We were successful in getting the long awaited stop light at our school intersection, providing better traffic control and a safer 
environment for our children. And, we were able to install security cameras in and around the courthouse, at the county garage and county park and were able 
to secure a new scoreboard for our little league field. 

Our county roads have always been a top priority and this year, I have asked for and received approximately $900,000.00 for blacktopping projects in 
Owsley County. This is the largest amount ever received in a single year and we are grateful to Governor Steve Beshear and transportation cabinet officials! 
Presently, we are halfway through these projects and weather permitting, we hope to complete them in the next few weeks. 

While funding has been appropriated for the new bridge at Wolfe Creek, the project was overbid by 27% and will be re-bid at the end of October. Al¬ 
though these delays are frustrating, we have been working on this project for over two years and will continue until it is completed. 

Working with Wolfe County Judge Executive Dennis Brooks and the Wolfe County Fiscal Court, we have been fortunate to develop a mutual recycling pro¬ 
gram for our community. Recycling trailers are located in Booneville, at the Owsley County High School and at the county park. By recycling, we save valuable 
resources and ensure a cleaner, "greener" Owsley County. 

Due to funding cuts, the completion of the community center has been delayed time and again. However, we have recently completed the exterior and 
grounds, and are in the process of landscaping. We continue to look for grants and means to fund the completion of the interior. 

During the past four years, I have tried to maintain an "open door" policy. I feel that your judge should always be available to hear your concerns and 

I will continue to do so. I have tried to conduct the office of Owsley County Judge Executive in a friendly, honest, professional and effective manner. I have 
tried to address all issues of concerned citizens in a way that is fair to all parties involved, while still following the guidelines and laws that govern this office. In 
the coming weeks, I look forward to visiting with you to discuss your concerns for Owsley County. I hope that you will once again give me your support and 
your vote, as we continue to work for a better community for us all!
